out so fast in london that the news­ 
papers are conducting extensive |x>st 
mortem^ in an effort to find out why 
the clubs which are touted as being 
so gay are passing into bankruptcy 
or are padlocked for violating their 
liquor licenses by selling after hours. 
“The plain truth is that the public 
has got on to the fact that most of 
the so-called exclusive night clubs are 
deadly dull and boresome and not 
half as pleasant a place to dance as 
the larger hotels 
and 
restaurants 
which keep within the law,” one jour­ 
nal says. 
“The clubs charge extor­ 
tionate rates for drink and food and 
do not deliver the goods.” 
“l-ack of personality” is the rea­ 
son the Evening 
Standard 
ascribes 
for the failure of night clubs. This 
paper says it takes an overtowering 
personality to make a night club a 
success and there are not many such 
persons to be had, even at extremely 
high prices. 
At one time there was a clamor 
that some of the clubs would have 
to induce Sophie Tucker, the Ameri­ 
can actress, to return to London as 
^he had succeeded in interjecting life 
nto the cabarets in several of the 
night chib®.

The theory that night clubs are 
exclusive has been upset by prose­ 
cutions which showed that very' mixed 
crowd#, and many non-members were 
admitted.

TECHNIQUE 
you look at the subject of this Talk, just as a word, it rath- 
er scares you. 
Personally I dislike big words, or words that have 
to L accompanied by their biographies before you really know them. 
But technique is quite an important word in its m eaning, which to 
nut it into a simple definition is bomething like this: the manner by which 
an ai tint works out his thoughts. 
We .-peak, therefore, of an artist's, or writer’s, or surgeon’s tech­ 
nique. 
And when we have explained it, what it consists of, its character­ 
istics, then we know something of the thought and personality of the hu­ 
man being behind it ail. 
Technique ic very important. 
When applied to life itself, it becomes 
intensely important. 
A large number of folk in this world have no technique at all. 
They 
just drift, or slide, or are pushed. 
J ie man or woman with a technique has to pack ideas, has to think, 
has to hunt, has to observe, has to listen, has to be patient, has to get 
thoroughly discouraged—to work up a background—(before 
real, 
lasting 
work can be achieved. 
< 
I recently read a great article on the elder J. P. Morgan by Judge 
Gary. 
As I read, thi* absorbing story of a real giant in constructive 
achievement drove me to think of the technique of this marvelous man. 
And this is the conclusion to which I came— bere was a man who worked 
simply, soundly, and who placed more emphasis upon human character 
than upon materia! a sets. 
The big men of the world trusted him. When 
he had given his word, that wa* enough. 
You didn’t need a contract writ­ 
ten out to make it go through. 
I like best that style of a man whose character runs through his 
writings. 
That is why I love to read the. thing* that W. H. Hudson wrote. 
Conrad, in et/mmenting upon the writings of Hudson, 
once said: “You 
can’t tell how' this fellow gets his effects. 
He writes as the gras* grows. 
The good God makes it be there. 
And that i* all there is to it!”
